Rosey she kind of turned sideways 
and leaned her head against 
the preacher’s stand, and the 
minister he went on prayin’. Ros¬ 
ey sat still as if she was a stone 
image, and there wasn’t anybody 
there, unless it was them wicked 
boys, that knew she was doin’ any¬ 
thing more’n prayin’.

Death of a Prominent Newry Citizen. 

The people of Newry must greatly 
miss a familiar figure from their 
midst,' After a long, hard battle 
, with disease, Mr. Orrin Foster 
succumbed to the dread destroyer 
Monday night, March 7.

HEAL1HY BODIES THE FIRST REQUI¬ 
SITE OF SCHOLARS. 

Unscientific Adjustment of Heat, Tight 

and Ventilation the Cause of Phys¬ 
ical Deterioration—Sanitary legislation 
» Needed. 

I 

Rousseau says if you wish to develop 
the mind develop the power which the 
mind has to govern. Make him strong 
and healthy, that you may make him 
prudent and reasonable. 

• Milton declares that to he weak is to 
be miserable. 

Wasson says that intellect in a weak 
body is like gold in a spent swimmer’s 
pocket. The richer he would he under 
other oircumstances the greater his dan¬ 
ger now. Of all teachers nature is the 
most severe, since she never forgets an 
infraction of her laws and visits her 
penalties alike upon the ignorant and 
guilty. 

Most of the school buildings of the 
country have been defectively construct¬ 
ed and are a fruitful source for the 
propagation of contagious and prevent¬ 
able diseases. It is stated, on what 
seems competent authority, that 200,000 
persons are annually slaughtered in the 
'United States by preventable diseases. 
How many of this number are school 
children cannot be stated with any de¬ 
gree of accuracy, but it must be large. 

We embellish and decprate the exte¬ 
rior of our educational buildings, but 
apply no scientific principles in the ad¬ 
justment of light, heat and ventilation, 
and as a result have a legion suffering 
with optical and other diseases due to 
improper illumination or ventilation. 
Three and four story buildings are erect¬ 
ed for school purposes, and our girls go 
up and down long stairways, engender¬ 
ing physical ailments which incapaci¬ 
tate them for life and render the suc¬ 
ceeding generation at least weaker if 
wiser. 

The spinal and other diseases caused 
by this excessive climbing to thousands 
of girls cling to them through life, pro¬ 
ducing an untold amount of suffering, 
supplanting youthful beauty with wrin¬ 
kled and pale features and premature¬ 
ly bringing on decay and old age. Shall 
we allow this to continue year after 
year and bs silent? 

Physicians occasionally, through the 
medium of some medical journal, her¬ 
ald a blast against these radical evils, 
yet because of the means employed 
their influence fails to reach and arouse 
the people. The bad effects arising from 
bad light, heat and ventilation are so 
many, so varied and so farreaching that 
I conceive it to be the duty of parents 
to so speak and act that legislative re¬ 
lief may be had, so that our schools 
may be relieved of the danger which 
threatens, with other causes, to deterio¬ 
rate the race. We should know that onr 
children take their bodies to school— 
lungs, intestines, blood, backbone, nerv¬ 
ous system; that the schools as they 
exist proceed for the most part on will¬ 
ful ignorance of the conditions which 
these and 'Other organs demand for 
health and that as a matter of demon¬ 
strated fact the school is seriously at¬ 
tacking the physical vitality of the 
race. 

Visit a primary school crowded with 
pupils on a cold winter day. Of all 
places needing ventilation none seems 
to demand more. Crowded with chil¬ 
dren of an age at which they pay bnt 
little if any attention to personal clean¬ 
liness, the material is of the best to 
render the air impure and unfit to 
breathe. The young and growing body 
is profoundly influenced for good or 
evil by hygienic surroundings. Bad 
sanitary conditions may so impress the 
delicate organization of a naturally 
weak child as to make life a burden to 
him or may so influence a vigorous con¬ 
stitution as to materially lessen his 
power. 

The foolish method of training the 
mind at the expense of the body can 
only be denounced as criminal, and it 
behooves ns to take a hand in the mat¬ 
ter and force sanitary legislation for 
the welfare of the children of the na¬ 
tion. 

Some one has said, “Schools are ab¬ 
solute manufactories of the shortsight¬ 
ed—a variety of the human race which 
has been created within historio time 
and which, if the result of the investi¬ 
gations is to he believed,-is enormously 
increasing in number this last half of 
the nineteenth century. As generation 
follows generation visible defeots mul¬ 
tiply. Excessive eye strain in extreme 
cases of myopia causes blindness. 

It is true that shortsightedness is of¬ 
ten hereditary. But this does not mean 
that the children of shortsighted par¬ 
ents are born shortsighted. They have 
only the predisposition to become so, 
and this predisposition is developed 
through school life. Yet the conditions 
surrounding the children in most of our 
schools tend to produce shortsightedness 
in children who have no hereditary pre¬ 
disposition, and the statistics show that 
the percentage of school children afflict¬ 
ed therewith increases from year to year. 
The effects of school life in producing 
nearsightedness in the pupils was first 
brought to public attention some years 
ago by the result of the systematic 
Btudy of the subject by Dr. G. R. Ag- 
new of New York. In an address before 
the Medico-Legal society of that city he 
stated the results of an investigation 
made in various schools of Cincinnati, 
New York and Brooklyn. The number 
of pupils examined was 1,479, of whom 
630 were in Cincinnati, 549 in New 
York*,and 300 in Brooklyn. Of the 630 
pupils in the Cincinnati schools, 209 
were from the primary grades, and of 
these 83}< per cent were nearsighted. 
In the intermediate schools 210 pupils 
were examined, and of these 80 per 
cent were natural and 14 per cent near¬ 
sighted. In the high sohool the eyes of 
210 students were examined, and of 
these 78 per cent had normal vision and 
16 per cent were nearsighted. 

The great increase in the impairment 
of the vision from the entry of school 

life until the close would indicate the 
great woi‘k tbalf remains to do to reme¬ 
dy and remove the causes. To thus de¬ 
stroy the most useful of senses in help¬ 
less school children seems to be .a steady 
march from savagery to barbarism. 

Again, its increase, from a national 
point of view, is to he considered a seri¬ 
ous evil. 

In former times, when literary edu¬ 
cation was confined to a small number, 
the question was of little or uq impor¬ 
tance. Now that education is universal 
and the safety of the republic depends 
on’ its^enjoyment the question how to 
prevent it deserves the most serious 
consideration.
